Yet if you 
are there are some things you need 
to do: 

> Go to a safe place and call 
gii.immedietly. 

> Do Not wait. 

> Cooperate with officers 
when they arrive. 

> State the facts of the 
incident 

> Provide information on 
where officers or detectives 
can reach you if you do not 
have a phone or address. 

> Check in with detectives and 
let them know you are still 
willing to prosecute 

> If you have injuries, take 
pictures of them. 

> If you have to be 
hospitalized, bring a copy of 
your medical paperwork for 
detectives. 


IF YOU ARE VICTIM OF A VIOLENT 
CRIME 
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IF YOU ARE A VICTIM OF SEXUAL 
ASSUALT 

Follow the same rules along with 
these additions: 

> Do not shower or bathe 
afterwards 

> Do not throw away clothing 
or bedding. Give them to 
the investigating officers. 

> Allow them to take you to a 
hospital for treatment and 
evidence collection to help 
get you justice.
